Saturday confessed, the police said, that he had strangled his fiance. 


Miss Blossom Seeley Martin, who was employed by the doctor as a nurse. 
He admitted that he had taken her tody, wrapped in green portieres, to 
Elizabethport, Staten Island, eighteen miles away, where he was attempting 
to dump it from a ferryboat Into the harbor when a policeman arrested him. 


Although the Filipino refused to tell why he tilled the girl, the police 


believe his poverty caused her to break the engage-merit. 


The prisoner, according to the police, either carried or rode with the 


body through the most crowded section of the world's most populous island,

He weighs only 120 pounds and the 
body was twenty pounds heavier.

Smuggling Reported as Negli- 


gible at Other Points 


TVETROIT, Mich.—By the Associated 
** Press—A mosquito fleet of from 
30 to 50 small boats is supplying 
Detroit and 
its 
suburbs with the 


.equivalent 
of 
between 60.000 and 


65,000 pint bottles of Canadian beer 
every 24 hours. 
The illicit beverage 


is smuggled across the Detroit river 
in barrels, kegs, and cases. 


The supply of beer transported by 


the miniature rum fleet is supple- 
mented by occasional carload ship- 
ments, which come Into the United 
States from Canada by way of the 
railroad tunnel under the river, ac- 
cording to the rurn runners. 
They 


claim that one of the biggest and 
wealthiest operators on the Canadian 
side uses 
the 
tunnel 
to get beer 


across. 
The cars, it is said, are con- 


signed to Mexico, and by manipula- 
tion are unloaded here. 


There Is some 
other 
smuggling 


from isolated points on the Canadian 
side. It is claimed that beer in small 
lots 
is sent 
from 
Walkerville to 


G-rosse Pointe. 
But aside from the 


beverage carried by the fleet and via 
the railroad, it is probable that not 
more than 200 or 300 cases a day 
get across the border. 


Lookouts for the fleet are station- 


ed on the American side. 
When the 


federal "rum navy" is in sight, sig- 
nals are flashed to warn the runners. 
They boast, 
that 
they are seldom 


caught, and guarantee to deliver 
their cargoes on the American side. 
The beer is delivered to Ecorse, Wy- 
andotte, Delray and some in River 
Rouge. 
From these points it is dis- 


tributed on trucks and in automobiles 
to the establishments where it is re- 
tailed.

HE FRENCH air ministry is trying to scare 


the French parliament into further expendi- 


ItirPF on military aircraft by sotting up the 
l.tisrnhnci of Amr-rican and British preponder- 
ance in the air. One of the statements which j 
will serve as a sample of the campaign is that 
"America has 15/100 pilots ready for action at 
any minute as well as hundreds of commercial 
plane? available for war use on twenty-four 
hours notice." We do not know whether state- 
ment? made ns to British air strength are on a 
l^vel with this one, hut every American knows 
that the estimate of American aerial prepared- 
i-pcs is so exaggerated as to he absurd. The fif- 
teen thousand pilots, for instance, must include 
every man ^10 had air training in the world 
war, and most of these are now past the useful 
military flying age. Fifteen hundred compe- 
lent military pilot? would probably be an over- 
ftatement of our air man-power. And the state- 
ment as to planes is also ridiculous in the face 
f.f the fact that France has now 1,2fiO military 
j'lqnr-r- in service with a program calling for 
2.5SD by July, 1925, against: our army's 300 to- 
tal, many of them old type training ships. Out- 
Fifle France it is obvious what is going on. It is 
thp same old story of the militarist scare-mong- 
er? fomenting a race of armaments, just as they 


fjid in France, Germany and Britain before the 
war. and just as they did in Japan and the Unit- 
ed State? before the Four-Power Treaty. One 
hope? that the absurdity of it will be equally 
rp parent inside France. 
French taxpayers 


cannot well afford to pile millions of francs on 
top of the huge expenditure which has already 
jriven them by long odds the best and biggest 
military air fleet in the world.
